KILLED BY A TRAIN. 


George B. Honnold, the Victim— 


The Inquest Verdict. 


From Sotunktfl DaBv- 


Lust evening at 5:55 o'clock the south 


bound passenger and, express train No. 1, 
on the'lllinois Central Bailroad, a short 
distance below the bridge, struck a man 
walking midway between the rails, and 
threw him down the embankment on the 
east side. The train was stopped and the 
man was picked up and taken to the 
Union depot. He managed to speak his 
name as the train was backing up and 
then died in tbe car. He proved to be 
George B. Honnold, aged 67 yeaw^nther 
ot Mrs. E! A. McKenzie, of Cemetery 
street-, where he made his home., He bad 
been at work on his small farm south of 
the river in company with Mr. MoKenzie, 
his son-in-law, who at the time of the ac- 
cident was stacking wheat in the field 
some distance to the south and west. As 
is well known, Mr. Honnold was yery 
deaf and he did not hear or see the tram. 
At the inquest held to-day William Eg- 
ger. the engineer of the train, testified 
,hat he first s<iw tbe deceased in the mid- 
dle of> the track .coming north with a 
rrubbing hoe on his shoulder and a 
juoket in hand. He was looking down

At Bemer,t the other day, during a fear- 


ful thunder storm, I. 0. Cattle was struck 
by lightning and instantly killeti. At the 
time of the accident the unfortunate 
young man was working at a tile yarc!, 
having just come out of the kiln. He 
was very warm, which may account for 
he bolt singling him out for its work. 
The shaft struck him in the head, tearing 
lis hat into fragments, passing down the 
eft side of his neck, on which a slight 
abrasion of the skm was made and his 
neck broken; then down his body and 
limbs to the ground, his right boot being 
torn from hie foot. Cattle was a young 
man about 19 years old. His parents re- 
side near Flora, HI. He had been work 
ing in the vicinity since last spring, but 
only commenced work at the tile factory 
the day before. 


ot the body'showed that one arm was 
crushed at the elbow, the left leg broken 
at the ankle, and a fracture over the left 
eye. The jury returned a verdict in ac- 
cordance with the facts and found the 
B. B. company blameless. 
Over a year ago it will be remembered 


that the deceased was struck by a train 
in the out this side the bridge. He was 
picked upon the cow-catcher and earned 
across the bridge before the ti ain could 
be stopped. He waa severely injured at 
that time and came near dying. He was 
an industrious and kind-hearted old gen- 
tleman and was well liked by all his ac- 
quaintances. The funeral will take place 
from the family residence, on Cemetery 
street, at 4.30 o'clock Sunday afternoon, 
Bev. Webster officiating.

Escapement Shafts In Mines. 


In an opinion rendered by the attorney 


general Tuesday to the state board of 
labor statistics and to Hon. H. S. Clark, 
of Mattoon, that officer holds that the 
clause of the law of 1883 relating to the 
health and safety ot miners in the state, 
which will require at least 200 feet of 
escapement shaft to be constructed each 
year in mines not already provided with 
them, does not necessarily confine mine 
owners to that amount of the work in one 
year, but that, if they prefer, the whole 
work may be completed within one year, 
or as much shorter time as convenient, 
but that they must build at least 200 feet 
each year.—Mattoon Journal,

All workers know that labor in 


other countries is not pa,id as well 
aa it is hei;e. But this difference 
could not exist, if the products of 
50 cent labor in England or Ger- 
many or Canada could be sold freely 
in our markets instead of the pro- 
ducts of $1 labor here. 
Hence this 


country compels the employers of 
the 50-cent labor abroad to pay a 
duty for the privilege of selling their 
goods in this market. 
That duty is 


called a tariff. 
If it is made high 


enough to fit tbe difference in rate 
of wages, so that labor in this coun- 
try cannot be degraded toward tha 
level of similar labor in other coun- 
tries, it is called a protective tariff. 
Such a tariff is a defence of Ameri- 
can industry against direct competi- 
tion with the underpaid labor of 
other countries. 
But if it is not 


made high enough to serve that ob- 
ject, it is "a tariff for revenue only" 
—or, in the language of the latest 
Democratic platform, "taxation for 
public purposes exclusively." It is 
taxation which is not intended to 
help the laboring people, or to pre- 
vent the depression of wages toward 
the level of the overcrowded coun- 
tries of Europe.
